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DETAILED ACTION 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed publication in this 
or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

Claims 14- 43 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a ) as being anticipated by Masoud et al 
(J. of Bacteriology Dec. 1995 pp. 6718-6726). 

Masoud et al teach the isolation of lipopolysaccharide core of P. aeruginosa (see whole 
doc.) . They teach that the core contains an alanine (see Table 2 & Figure 8 & 9). Figure 9 
appears to teach the lipid core structure. 

The term "bioactive agent" and "covalent conjugate" are interpreted broadly to include 
the polysaccharide portions of the lipopolysaccharide. 

The response filed 5/22/03 strictly bases its argument that Masoud et al do not teach 
bioactive agent or non toxic lipid. The response states that Masoud et al do not teach bioactive 
agents as set forth in page 13 of the specification. Limitations in the specification are not read 
into the claims. Masoud et al also teach portions of lipid core that are covalently bound to 
polysaccharide and vaccine derivatives of core glycolipid antigen (see Table 2). Moreover, the 
response merely states that Masoud et al do not teach non toxic lipid portions. As these structures 
are within vaccine preparations, they are therefore do not exhibi toxicity. 
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It is recommended that more specificity be added to the type of bioactive agent as an 
avenue toward possible allowable subject matter, provided proper support lies in the 
specification.
